This paper was read before the recent annual conven- 
tion of the New York State Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion at Buffalo, N. Y., where it awakened much in- 
terest and elicited much favorable comment. It is but 
one of a long series of lectures that Mr. Fueller has 
delivered to the various hardware association conven- 
tions throughout the country, in each of which in- 
stances his work has been highly approved and lavishly 
praised and has been of great general and special 
benefit to the hardware dealers who have been fortu- 
nate enough to hear him; and his fairness, true manli- 
ness and modesty have been somewhat freely com- 
mented upon for the reason that although his own 
interests lie directly along the lines upon which 
he has sought to inform and direct others to success- 
ful issues, he has in no instance aimed to in the least 
way take advantage of this fact in associating with the 
hardware trade throughout the entire country, nor has 
he in any way inferentially or otherwise allowed even 
the slightest mention of his own business connection 
or the connection of his principals to find place in his 
discourses. His has been purely a campaign of edu- 
cation along purely needful lines among hardware 
merchants, in which the trade has been benefited great- 
ly and at a time when the education he has always 
brought with him was of the most vital concern to 
those to whom it was thus generously given, and it is 
safe to say that along these lines no one has contrib- 
uted even a tithe of the practical facts, figures and 
thoroughly reliable instruction as has Mr. Harvey J. 
Fueller. Of course the hardware trade is grateful; 
it cannot be otherwise under the circumstances; and 
Mr. Fueller should be proud of what he has accom- 
plished, and find much satisfaction in the knowledge 
that his efforts in behalf of his fellow men have borne 
fruit and will continue to bear fruit. 





Increase in the price of exports and decrease in the 
price of imports have an important relation to the 
Peculiar SOMewhat remarkable figures of the 

Import and foreign trade of the United States dur- 

Export ing the last two months that are re- 

Conditions. ported. In December, 1907, exports were 
valued at 207 million dollars, against .190 millions in 
the corresponding month of the preceding year, and in 
January, 1908, 206 millions, against 189 millions in 
January of last year—an increase of 17 millions in 
each of the past two months when compared with the 
corresponding months of the preceding year. Im- 
ports, however, were in December last but 92 millions, 
against 134 millions,in December of the previous year, 
and in January, 1908, 86 millions, against 127 millions 
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in the same month of the preceding year—a decrease 

of 42 millions in December, and 41 millions in Janu- 
ary, when compared in each case with the correspond- 
ing month of the preceding year. While a consider- 
able part of this increase in exports and decrease in 
imports is due to advance or decline in the quantity of 
merchandise passing out of or brought into the coun- 
try, a part of this remarkable change is due to higher 
prices in exports and lower prices in imports. Some 
figures just compiled by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor quite justify 
this conclusion, that the recent changes in the foreign 
trade figures are not entirely due to increases or de- 
creases in quantity, and should therefore be studied 
in the light of prices of the articles forming the bulk 
of the imports and exports. 

In a few cases these general conditions which seem 
to prevail regarding the advance in export prices and 
decline in import prices do not apply. In copper, for 
instance, the export price in December, 1907, was 13.3 
cents per pound, against 21.4 cents in December, 1906; 
and the export value of the 82 million pounds exported 
in December, 1907, was but 3% million dollars in ex- 
cess of that for the 34 million pounds exported in De- 
cember, 1906. Despite this marked fall in the export 
price of copper, however, the value of the copper ex- 
ports from the United States in 1907 for the first time 
crossed the 100 million dollar line, of which 95 mil- 
lions was copper ingots, bars and plates; and prac- 


* tically 6 millions other manufactures of copper, while 


to this may be added 2% million dollars’ worth of cop- 
per ore exported. Anthracite coal shows a slight de- 
cline, as do also hops, steel billets, structural iron and 
steel, naval stores, crude mineral oil, and manufac- 
tured tobacco, though in nearly all these cases the de- 
cline is slight. On the import side a few of the im- 
portant articles show an advance, among these raw 
cotton, bituminous coal, pig iron, raw silk, lumber, 
wood pulp, and rice; but these, with the exception of 
lumber and raw silk, form a comparatively small pro- 
portion of the imports. 








AN ingenious proposition was submitted to the 

Nebraska Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association at 

their annual convention at Lincoln, 

An Neb., last week, by R. E. Saberson of 

Ro sero Sioux City, Ia., as a measure for de- 

feating catalogue hottses by adopting 

their own methods of mail order business and if it 

were necessary their own tactics as relate to the par- 

cels post measure and fighting the devil with fire all 
along the line. 

Mr. Saberson believes that the way to destroy mail 
order houses is to compete with them on their own 
terms. He is pushing the plan of a co-operative mail 
order syndicate to be conducted for the benefit of re- 
tailers as a branch of their business, and it is said the 
scheme is meeting with a good deal of favor. 

His plan is very simple. A company is organized 
and the retailers take out memberships costing $15 per 
year. This company will handle the same lines of 
goods as the mail order houses do, and it will send 
out illustrated price lists in the same manner. These 
are mailed to people whose names are furnished by 
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the local retailer, or he will distribute them himself. 
In, either case, his name will be printed or stamped 
on the price lists as agent. The person wishing to 
order, therefore, comes to him. The merchant sends 
in the order to the co-operative company, which in 
turn forwards it to a manufacturer, .and the latte: 
ships direct to the buyer. Acting as it does, in the 
capacity of purchasing agent for hundreds of retail- 
ers, the company will expect to get the manufacturer’s 
lowest prices. 

This collective go-between feature is the essence of 
the plan. It solidifies the merchants into one force, 
minimizes the cost of advertising and provides the 
machinery whereby the attack on catalog houses can 
be centralized or shifted as occasion demands. All 
the advantages of large buying are secured to every 
dealer, and if the mail order firms encroach in any 
particular line, arrangements can be made with the 
manufacturers to duplicate their product at prices 

We are not passing upon the merit of Mr. Saber- 
sons ingenious proposition, but as an extreme meas- 
ure, if a proper organization of forces can be had 
or if the arrangement is duly financed along economi- 
cal lines there appears more merit to the plan—which 
is now of course embryotic—than to anything with the 
same end in view than has yet been suggested. The 
test of its practicability however must come from 
several directions.

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JEWEL GAS STOVES. 





Jewel Gas Stoves for 1908 are shown in catalogue 
71 recently issued. It is of the same general shape 
and make-up as have been the company’s former cat- 
alogues upon this same subject, but it appears in a 
brightened condition by the use of brilliant red head- 
lines throughout the matter and brilliant red coloring 
worked into the outside title page. In the goods shown 
in this season display there are several new features 
that are interesting and to some extent there are notice- 
able changes in the older lines that materially improve 
the goods. A line of cabinet ranges with which the 
catalegue opens is in distinctly good form. Nos. 176, 
179, 171, 172 and 217 are particularly attractive 
goods. No. 174 is of the double high oven type with 


six burners and its general treatment as to formation . 


and decoration are thoroughly good. No. 176 is of 
the semi-cabinet pattern with a series of ovens, broiler 
and warming closet stacked up in a column at the left 
of which there occurs the open cooking burners with 
a large oven beneath. No. 179 runs along somewhat 
the same lines as No. 176, but is a six open burner 
stove. These two items are both raised upon cast legs 
to a good height which insures cleanliness beneath, 
and are substantially framed up at their backs with 
sheet metal backing. They are very nice goods. No. 
171 is of the high table pattern made in four hole and 
six hole arrangements with the oven and broiler at 
about the same height as the: open cooking surface. 
The stove stands upon high legs, has a large low shelf 
and is nicely ornamented as to its details. No. 170 is 
of substantially the same variety as No. 171 except 
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that it has a cabinet backing and shelf behind the ope, 
burners and carries a warming closet above the high 
oven and broiler. No. 217 is of a new type known a; 
the Jewel Corner Range with French Hood. This js 
a square construction Standing upon high legs with 3 
large shelf beneath and in which the open cooking 
holes are placed at what may be said to be a front 
angle and the oven and broiler openings are at what 
may be said to be the side. It is a very handsome 
range and is made in the four open burner type, and 
affords a good strong capacity for its dimensions. The 
French Hood gives it a distinguished appearance and 
makes the construction altogether attractive. It js 
nicely ornamented with nickel and has good cast black 
iron ornamental details as to its lower parts. The 
entire line of gas stoves and gas ranges shows mate- 
rial improvement both as to constructive details an‘! 
general outlines and other improved features, There 
are considered in the catalogue more than 100 items, 
all of which are shown by splendid photo half-tone 
illustrations. The catalogue is nicely gotten up. It 
contains 80 pages exclusive of cover and is printed in 
the best style of modern printer’s art upon heavy white 
surfaced paper. The arrangement of the work is good 
in all ways. Its descriptive matter is concise. and 
comprehensive and a convenient feature of it is in that 
it is applied to the illustrations as they appear and in- 
cludes numbers, sizes, dimensions, weights, prices and 
other descriptive features that are altogether desirable.

These two volumes are put up in taste- 
ful forms under flexible card board covers of colors 
that distinguish one from the other and they are both 
very handsomely printed, and contain unusually good 
illustrations and the text matter relating to all 
of the subjects catalogued is well written and splen- 
didly arranged. Several new productions are shown 
in the gasoline and blue flame oil stove catalogue that 
are attractive and should prove to be excellent sell- 
ers. The closet—or cabinet—types of stoves are in 
good designs and their arrangements and _ con- 
veniences appear to have been brought about by 
careful study and good judgment. They should prove 
to be winners. The designs shown in the high tank 
gasoline types which to an extent run to the open 
cabinet designs are in clean and good effects both in 
the ordinary and in the low pattern. The catalogue 
which relates to these goods namely No. 73 in addi- 
tion to the stoves exhibited, shows an extensive range 
of other items of gasoline wares that are attractive. 
Among them are the company’s “Picnic” gasoline 
stove, gasoline soldering furnace, tinners’ furnace, 
tailors’ furnace, combination soldering furnace, paint 
burner, gasoline torch, confectioner’s stove, “Quick 
Meal” baking oven, toaster, waffle irons and a very 
good showing of the “Quick Meal” company’s in- 
genious and very popular sauce pans which have be- 
come known for their convenience and utility wherever 
in all the world gasoline stoves are used.

A FENCE WIRE COMPLAINT. 


Advices from Washington, D. C., to THE 
AMERICA ARTISAN state that a bill seeking the re- 
moval of the duty of 45 per cent upon barbed or 
woven wire has been introduced in Congress by Rep- 
resentative Haugen of Iowa. Mr. Haugen, it is 
stated, claims to ,have the support of the Secretary 
of Agriculture in an effort to bring the fence wire 
trust to terms and insure a better quality of wire for 
the farmers of the United States. He is said to have 
stated that the farmers complain of the quality of wire 
rather than its price, and asserts that fence wire now 
used on American farms is brittle and short lived and 
that as a result the maverick population is growing 
on the western plains and stock are sttaying from one 
ranch to another. 

The abolition of the duty, he believes, will result in 
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a better class of wire being turned out in this country) 
in order to meet foreign competition. 


The foregoing item was published in THe Amenrt- 
CAN ARTISAN under the date of February 22, since 
which time there have come to us numerous letters 
from wire and fencing concerns that seem to have a 
distinct bearing upon the subject and are therefore in 
teresting in this connection. We take pleasure in sub 
mitting herewith extracts from them: 


The Parker Wire Goods Co. writes: 


We buy a great deal of market wire for use in making 
wire goods, but do not handle the grade called fence wire, 
therefore cannot speak with full knowledge regarding that 
product. 

Market wire has been maintained to a standard quality 
during the past two years and we believe that it is better to- 
day than it was five years ago, and we see no reason why 
fence wire should be of poorer quality at the present time than 
it has been in the past. On the other hand, with the improve- 
ments that are made every year in manufacturing, it would 
appear to us that fence wire should be of better quality than 
it was years ago. 

In regard to taking off the duty, we cannot see where that 
will improve the quality of the goods, owing to the fact that 
if the goods are sold to the consumers at cheaper prices they 
will have to be produced cheaper at the factory, and that 
means, in many cases, making the goods poor in quality. 

This gives you our ideas regarding the subject. Yours

The Page Woven Wire Fence Co. writes: 


“With regard to your suggestion that we write you from 
such view point as we may choose, beg to say that we are not 
anxious to rush to print with regard to a malady concerning 
which so many doctors more or less eminent have diagnosed 
so widely. However, the matter involved is of great im- 
portance to us and this is not the first occasion on which 
an expression of our opinion has been asked. 


“Candidly, we do not think the charges against the com 
parative quality of the best grades of fence wire are altogether 
well founded. The wire made today has nearly double the 
tensile strength of wire produced 30 years ago, and in the 
case of our Page product much more than double. 

“Of course, we see this proposition from the PAGE stand- 
point, and we shall not admit for one instant that the fence 
wire made 30 years ago is in any way comparable with the 
quality of wire and fence we are putting out today, save pos- 
sibly in one particular, and that its capacity to withstand rust 
With regard to this particular characteristic the Agricultural 
Department at Washington, the railroad organizations of the 
country and a great number, of specialists of national repute 
have been making careful examinations for months past 
Whether they will ultimately determine that the alleged 
trouble from corrosion is due to the changed methods in vogue 
in the manufacture of the wire or the ingredients of which it 
is made up, or, as intimated in a recent publication from the 
Department of Agriculture, to the increased production and 
use of electricity throughout the country, we shall not attempt 
to even guess. The patriot who will discover and give to the 
nation and the world the right solution of this vexed problem 
will certainly not go to his grave “unwept, unhonored and un- 
sung.” If he chances to hail from Great Britain or Germany, 
and in order to take advantage of his discovery it shall be 
necessary to level our protective walls and allow him free ac 
cess to our great markets who shall protest? We will pre- 
dict, however, that whenever a satisfactory wire is forthcom- 
ing, tariff or no tariff, the fence user will have to pay a con- 
siderably higher price for it than he is paying for the wire 
concerning which he makes complaint. We think we know 
of American manufacturers who for a price sufficient to cover 
necessary additional cost will undertake, even now, to furnish 
a longer lived article. We do not know of any great class of 
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American consumers whe will undertake to purchase it and

d In our opinion it would be an injustice to take the duty 
- off of wire and allow it to remain on the raw or partly fin- 
n ished material, as this would enable our great trust to rid 


itself of competition in a very short time. While we have 
a great many wire mills in this country, yet we have but 
- few who produce their own ore and billets. For same they 
have to depend on those producing their own ore and billets. 
If barbed and plain wire were put on the free list and raw 
and partly finished material allowed to remain where it now 
is, every so-called independent mill would have to close at 
once. It is generally supposed that the price of finished prod- 
ucts governs the price of raw material, but since the days 
of trusts and combines conditions which used to govern 
have no significance. In regard to quality of galvanized 
wire, will say it is poorly protected, but is made as good 
as the price will permit. They say competition is the life 
of trade, but it is also the death of quality, in many cases. 
It’s an easy matter to make wire better, but it would be next 
to impossible to sell it in competition with the cheaper grades 
at the price one would have to ask for it. In changing the 
duty on any of the great commodities of our country, a 
thorough consideration should first be given and all parties 
affected taken into consideration. We approve any steps 
taken to better the quality of American goods.

The opening session of the convention was 
called to order at 1:30 o'clock on Wednes- 
day, the 26th, by President T. J. Matthews, 
of Mount Vernon, Ill., who:then introduced, Mayor 
O’Connor of Peoria, who. greeted the assembled dele- 
gates in a timely and welt chosen address of wel- 
come. The address of welcome was responded to 
by G. R. Lott, of Chicago, in a nicely turned speech 
and, President Matthews then delivered his annual ad- 
dress.

THE SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST.

entirely unmecessary panic upon the country. But happily 
ome of the pirates have been eliminated from the game, and 

- the time being Wall Street is on its best behavior, busi- 
ness is improving and confidence being restored. Let us all 
be optimists and join the conpsiracy of cheerfulness that is 
sweeping over the country, for the man who talks hard times 
is in effect telling his customer to hoard his money instead 
of making needed purchases. Be optimistic, and remember 
that the effects of the panic will not have been wholly bad 
if it teaches us the lesson that conservatism in business spells 
safety to the merchant. Price may sometimes tempt. us to 
buy beyond our needs, but regrets usually follow in its wake. 
Don’t overbuy and you will save much gray matter and maybe 
some gray hairs. 

THE NEW MEMBERS. 


Some of our members are perhaps here for the first time. 
There are others who have been here before, but have with 
characteristic modesty refrained from taking part in the busi- 
ness of the meeting. This is your convention, please do not 
forget it, and when the question box is opened give some of 
the results of your experience in exchange for what you get 
from others. If you are a newcomer, introduce yourself to 
the officers, or to the reception committee, or to any one you 
care to meet. When you are among friends you may safely 
forget you are a stranger. But do not feel hurt if some one 
forgets your name. Some of us have short memories and 
find it hard to remember the names of those we meet but 
once a year. 

The success of an association must be largely dependent 
upon the zeal, enterprise and energy of its secretary. We 
have been singularly fortunate in this respect. Our own 
hard-working secretary has given us excellent service. More 
than he could perhaps afford to give and do his own business 
justice. But there is much that might.be done for which he 
has no time, and I haye the feeling that it would be greatly 
to our advantage if he could devote his entire time and tal- 
ents to the service of the association. This is being done in 
most of the Illinois retail associations, such as the Masons’

He returns home fired with a new ambition—to become a 
better merchant; to have a brighter, cleaner, more up-to-date 
store than any of his competitors; to win recognition as a 
working force in the social and civic, as well as the business 
life of his community. His outlook becomes greater, his 
sympathies wider and the spirit of brotherhood deeper. He is 
no longer a cog but an independent wheel in the vast ma- 
chinery of business, whose work is to supply the world with 
some of the finest products of human ingenuity and invention, 
products that have not only been mile-stones marking the 


progress of civilization, but also its stepping-stones. 


I hope that each of you will find the present meeting 
not only a pleasant vacation, and a.welcome change from 
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the problems of everyday life, but also a business inspiration 
that will help you to take a new joy in your work.

The report of the local committee on entertain- 
ment was submitted at this point, after which the 
convention was addressed upon the subject of the Na- 
tional Association by Mr. H. L. MacNamara of 
Janesville, Wis., Treasurer of the National Retail 
Hardware Association, Secretary C. A. Peck of the 
Wisconsin Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, and 
Secretary of the Wisconsin Hardware Dealers’ Fire 
Insurance Association, upon the subject of “Mutual 
Hardware Fire Insurance.” Mr. George H. Maxwell, 
Executive Chairman of the Rural Settlement Asso- 
ciation then addressed the convention upon the “Mu- 
tual Interests of the Farmers and Country Merchant,” 
in which he among other things pointed out the 
dangers to both of these interests that would grow 
out of the establishment of the “Parcels Post.”- Mr. 
Maxwell’s address was a thoroughly interesting one 
from all points of view and he closely held the at- 
tention of the hardware delegates present. These ad- 
dresses were of excellent character and were not only 
applauded but were favorably commented upon after- 
wards. The session closed with the question box open 
to members, present men and exhibitors. The ques- 
tion box was in charge of Mr. H. G. Cormick, of 
Centralia and John T. Noftsker, of Rock Island. Fol- 
lowing the question box the convention adjourned. 

On Wednesday evening a smoker and stunt was 
given by the association to members and friends at 
the Creve Coeur Club’s building. The smoker proved 
to be one of those altogether interesting affairs in 
which, because of feeling entirely at home, nearly 
everybody took part to some extent in the exercises 
and a very good time was enjoyed. 

At seven o'clock in the evening the ladies identified 
with the local Retail Hardware Association by pre- 
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arrangement met the wives and daughters and the 
delegates and exhibitors in the parlors of the Hotel 
Fey where an informal reception was tendered to 
them. At eight o’clock in the evening the Peoria 
ladies will escort the visiting ladies to the Majestic 
Theater, where seats were reserved for the theater 
party. 
THURSDAY. 


The convention was’ called to order at 9:30 o'clock. 
It was an executive session for members and vouched 
for hardware merchants. The meeting opened with 
the report of Treasurer H. E. Gnadt. The next order 
of business was the report of Secretary Leon D. Nish, 
whose report was an oral one and contained much of 
interest to the delegates. The report of the executive 
committee was then heard, followed by the report of 

‘ the delegates to the -national~convention. 

Mr. H. W. Beegle then addressed the convention 
upon the subject of “The Merchant’s Aids—the Clerk 
and the Window.” Mr. Beegle’s address was as fol- 
lows: 


MR. BEEGLE’S ADDRESS. 


The hardware man of to-day was the clerk or the stove 
polisher of yesterday. The reason he went into the hardware 
business was because he was made of sterner stuff. The 
dainty, fragile man went into the drug or dry goods line. No 
business is so well calculated to develop all sides of a man as 
the hardware business. There is no question but that the 
“toting” of kegs of nails develops a man physically. No 
business has more intricacies in it to develop the mental. If 
you will talk with the head people of the mercantile agencies 
they will tell you that the line of moral risk on the hardware 
trade of like capital is much safer than that of any other 
merchandising. The large hardware merchant must depend 
considerably on his assistants in the matter of carrying on 
the details of the store. It is a wise merchant who recog- 
nizes his lack, if he is deficient in his make up in any quality 
necessary to make a success of his business, and he is a most 
wise man who if he is deficient will select an assistant hav- 
ing those especial qualities which he may lack. From my 
observations extending over a period of almost a quarter of 
a century with the hardware trade, I must say that the aver- 
age hardware man is a most well balanced individual. That 
being the case the selection of assistants should be made so 
as to relieve the merchant of the greatest amount of detail 
work. 

The first detail that can be most easily shifted is that of 
caring for the books. The last responsibilities to be shifted 
should be those of selling, buying and advertising, for it is the 
proprietor who must outline the policy and give his indi- 
viduality to his business. Like attracts like and you get only 
the kind of customers you work for. 

There should always be held in reserve a large store of 
energy to meet the business problems that have constantly to 
be faced and to be the emergency man. With the proper sys- 
tem in vogue your absence from the store, whether on a vaca- 
tion or by. reason of sickness, will never be a catastrophe. 
Endeavor to look at your assistants through the eyes of your 
customers. No clerk should be retained whose unfortunate 
disposition or unhappy manner is calculated to drive trade 
away. Probably the first gauge that should be placed on the 
personality of the clerk is that of reliability, and by the 
gradual process of eliminating those who work and do not 
think and also those who think but do not work, you will 
gradually get a corps of assistants who think and work. 
Have confidence in your helpers. If you have not, how can 
you trade? In your attitude to your assistant, remember he 
is human. He probably is occupying the “shoes” you did 
twenty years ago. The golden rule is afplicable to him. Do 
not hesitate to tell him when he does something right. With 
his heartfelt co-operation the solution of many of the business 
problems with which you are confronted can be easily solved. 
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Do not blame the people who spend big money in adyc: 
tising their goods for wanting you to sell their goods at 
small margin ‘of profit. Some one has to “pay the fiddler.” 
is up to you to have goods of merit that will pay you a 
profit and have your assistants to know how to present th, 
good quality of what you have to sell. It is autocratic, if no: 
audacious, for the advertiser to claim to own your custome: 
because that customer chances to read his ad. That customer 
belongs to you and the other men who are his neighbors, a 
keep up the expenses of your locality by their taxes. 


Your expénse account cannot be covered by selling onl, 
small per cent goods of competition or fictitious value. Quall- 
ty must merit the price and reputation, no matter how it is 
bolstered up by advertising. Without it a name cannot live 
We have seen the passing of the Dunlap and Knox hats and 
the E. & W. collar. Many goods in the hardware line depend 
ing only on their name have gone or are fast going into th« 
down and out club. Sheldon defines salesmanship as being 
able to dispose of goods at a profit. Put only such goods as 
bear profit into your stock. Your salesmen will do the rest. 

With all of us the same hard work disguised under the 
name of play is much more attractive. You and your as 
sistants should look at your business as a very interesting 
game, which is to be played with due adherence to the rules 
of square dealings and honesty, but is to be played with 
enthusiasm from start to finish. Even if you lose one of your 
men when he becomes most valuable to you it is well worth 
the while to get him in the habit of thinking. From his collar 
down a man is never worth over $1.50 per day to you. What 
more he is worth depends upon what is above the collar 
Supplement his own originality with the good things he can 
learn from trade journals. If your hours in the store are too 
long the ambitious clerk will be glad to study at home for 
his own improvement and your benefit. If you have only one 
or two helpers, opinions can be exchanged while they work. 
If you have more, arrange for a short conference one evening 
in each week. In this day and age team work only is success- 
ful. 

A bulletin board on which is posted short descriptive 
matter of all new goods that come into the store and any 
other special news, as well as a clipping of your ad from 
the newspaper, is a quick and inexpensive means for getting 
information before your assistants. Instructing your clerks 
by these methods, also by having the salesmen of whom you 
buy goods inform them as to their special merits, will be 
effective in multiplying your own abilities in the person of 
each of your helpers. The clerk must know your goods in 
order to be able to do justice to you. Mail order catalogues 
are attractive because they speak with authority and are 
thought to give correct information. The man behind the 
counter must be in a position to do the same. The factory 
system of not one idle moment should be instituted in every 
hardware store. There is not a hardware store in Illinois 


where hours of work cannot be found and possibly many 


hours are idled during the dull season. I am a firm believer 
in the proposition that a man can do more work in sixty 
hours per week than in eighty and be in better physical and 
mental condition for the work. Lounging breaks discipline 
and kills any enthusiasm in sales. Keep in mind that it is 
not a question of how large your sales are but what profit 
you make. You must have a goodly showing of profit bear- 
ing goods in your store and keep the sales end of your busi- 
ness from degenerating. 

None but wooden men never make mistakes. Encourag« 
the boys to attempt new things in the store and the window. 
Before looking inside of the window, let us look at the out 
side. The front of the store is seen more than the inside. It 
is the character by which the dealer and the stock are judged. 
Many store fronts to-day are little less than “crazy patchwork” 
bill boards for the signs of people who want their goods ad- 
vertised, yet do not want the expense of paying for the bill 
board. . Many dealers present have loaned the most valuable 
part of their store to advertise the goods that were on sale 
in a competitor’s place, even while the sign advertising the 
goods remains on their store front. Frequently the very 
numerousness of the sjgns defeats this purpose. There is a 
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to what the mind can take in. What if the eye does 
_if the mind does not grasp? You pay the cost of the 
ilding and you should seek for yourself to get the benefit. 
is you yourself, your own goods, your own name, your 
vn personality that should be brought to the attention of the 
iblic. For your store front two permanent signs are allow- 
le, the one giving your name and the other your business. 
10 not bury them by signs advertising some one else, unless 
1c pays you for the space. Moths and mankind are attracted 
by light. Make the front of your store a bright spot at night. 
You say there are less people in the streets at night. If so 
there are less things to take their attention, Are the stores 
of your neighbors dark? If so the more reason for your bril- 
liancy. Jf you have a novelty as an attraction, so much the 
etter. Remember you cannot get people inside if they are 
not first outside. Figure your show windows as worth one- 
half the value of your store and make it earn it. It is not a 
museum for displaying monstrosities. It should never be an 
iquarium unless you are advertising fishing tackle. It should 
never be a squirrel cage unless advertising sporting goods, a 
mineral display unless advertising picks and shovels. The 
success of a window is not in how much attention it attracts, 
but in how many goods it will sell. Make the window talk, 
but make it talk for you. In place of being dead and inactive 
it should be the livest place about the store. Have plenty of 
signs inviting people in to examjne and to see your goods. 

The window demonstration is the up-to-date, effective way 
to utilize the window and will pay in any town of over 1,000 
population. If you care to give the time at the close of this 
paper I shall be pleased to outline the details of a window 
demonstration on tools, also one on cutlery. Generalities in 
the window must be avoided, the same as they must be avoid- 
ed in talking. No man ever entered your store to buy simply 
hardware; that is, any old kind of hardware. When a man 
comes in to buy, he wants something of a specific sort, a saw 
or a lock. So in talking your goods be specific; do not talk 
merely of your large line of cutlery, but talk of a knife and 
show its special merits. This is true in window dressing, 
what is everybody's business is nobody’s business. 

There is one man about your store that is ambitious to 
do things who would take pride in his window work. It may 
be that he is only the stock boy; give him a trial on the 
window. The trade journals are to-day overflowing with 
suggestions and illustrations of good window trims. If he 
has ‘the will he can make a success of your window. If he 
does not, find some one who can. “When you find the right 
man, let it be considered his work to see that proper changes 
are made at proper times in the window. Follow the needs, 
not the whims, of your people. : 

Active, courteous clerks and convincing windows will be 
your main aids in winning in the game. 

I have avoided giving any detail descriptions of windows 
because that is so intelligently handled by the trade papers 
and because of the time it would consume. 

In Indianapolis a firm use a system in their windows that 
is worth copying. By means of the duplicate set of display 
boards and a frame work at the end and back of their win- 
dows it is always in action. While cleaning the inside of the 
glass they remove the boards in the base only. As the various 
sections are trimmed they replace the sections in the frame 


work. I noticed that the window of Hunter & Strehlow was 


behind a curtain in the day while being trimmed. This sys- 
tem would have kept it working. 

The question box was taken up following Mr. 
Beegle’s address, and a very interesting time was had 
in the discussion that followed. The committee re- 
ports were then considered following which the con- 
vention adjourned. 

In the afternoon session, which convened at two 
o'clock, and which was also an executive session, Mr. 
Charles W. Burrows of Cleveland, O., who is a recog- 
nized expert on postal laws and postal matters.and who 
has given much study to the parcels post question, ad- 
dressed the convention on the subject of the parcels 
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post. Mr. Burrows placed the postal matter into fig- 
ures, estimates, history and scientific conclusion, which 
verified his statements all through his address and in 
this connection he brought out many facts that were 
new to the association members. The address was 
listened to with very great interest and was highly ap- 
plauded at its close. 

The “National Association” was the topic on 
which Mr. H. L. McNamara of Janesville, Wis., treas- 
urer of the National Retail Hardware Association, 
addressed the convention. Mr. McNamara’s address 
was as follows: 


ADDRESS OF MR. H, L. M’NAMARA. 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the convention: It may 
seem a waste of valuable time to ask you to listen to a dis- 
cussion on the benefits to be derived through our na- 
tional organization, but as all “good things should be pushed 
along” I will ask you to bear with me for a few minutes 
while I treat of that subject. Organization is one of the 
necessities of modern commercial life and is made so by the 
enormous growth of trade. Nowhere in the world has such 
growth been more rapid or phenomenal than in our own 
United States. That you believe in organization is shown by 
the very fact of your attendance here to-day, and I dare say 
that if I were to ask you whether you had derived benefits 
from membership in this large state association your answer- 
ing “yes” would literally raise the roof. 

As your state organization is in the state so is the na- 
tional organization in the country at large or nation. You 
well know that your state organization as a body exerts a 
more powerful influence in the realm of trade than could any 
one individual firm. If proposed legislation in the state 
threatened to injure your business your officers and repre- 
sentatives carry far more weight with your legislators than 
could any one individual or committee selected by a few of 
the hardware men. Your officers are in a position to imme- 
diately send out warning of impending danger to your busi- 
ness, and in a position to direct prompt, sane and intelligent 
measures of defense. The same with our national organiza- 
tion regarding legislation and other matters in the nation at 
large. 

The national organization is in a sense as much your 
organization as is your state association. Its officers are 
chosen by your representatives in that body and they are men 
actually engaged in the retail hardware business. They are 
not high salaried “walking delegates” who simply graft in 
their offices at your expense, but are men daily facing the 
same problems of life and trade as each of you. What 
affects your interests affects theirs and they are alive to 
their own interests as well as yours. By the very nature of 
the organization it is impossible for its affairs to fall into 
the hands of distinterested men, unless perchance there should 
be a traitor in camp; and I am proud to say that there is 
none such among. hardware men. To my mind that is the 
reason we have been able to put up such successful fights on 
threatened invasions of our business. A case in point is the 
parcels post bill, and as such a measure is now pending be- 
fore Congress, action will have to be taken to protect our 
interests. We believe that bill to be class legislation and that 
it favors the catalogue houses. Our national president, Mr. 
Miles, is making a strenuous fight against the measure and 
with your loyal assistarice and that of every hardware man 
in the country the battle will be won. 

This is a time of readjustment in our commercial life. 
There is more investigation in’ the methods of the business 
world at the present time than ever before. State and nation- 
al officers and legislators are studying trade questions more 
carefully and closely than ever before. The people of the 
country are aroused at the many disclosures of fraud which 
have been made in the past few years. Much legislation, some 
wise and some unwise, is proposed and every man thinks he 
has a remedy for existing evils. We may howl and talk 
against corporations and trusts all we will, but that will not 
change the fact that they exist and that they always will. 
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Such organizations are demanded by the times. Corporations 
and trusts, as such, are not things to be kicked and de- 
nounced. They are the natural outgrowth of the energy, 
shrewdness and ability of the American business man, which 
energy, shrewdness and ability have made this the greatest 
country on the face of the globe. But such organizations 
must take their proper place in our industrial world and must 
not ask for special privileges nor shirk their responsibilities. 
That some of them have done so in the past is the direct cause 
of this sudden awakening on the part of the people, and now 
we must see that we do not let passion or anger blind us and 
cause us to enact unwise and harmful laws. We must use 
common sense and wisdom in this new field of commercial 
legislation. We must see that all interests receive adequate 
consideration and fair and just treatment, else will the busi- 
ness of this country decline, for our civilization and relations 
are so complex and dependent that what affects one affects 
all. 

Directed by the addresses and writings of our great, 
patriotic and strenuous President, the moral conscience of the 
nation has been quickened and in no line so much as the 
consideration of fraud in business. As business men we cer- 
tainly must uphold him in such efforts, whatever our politics 
may be. In this line I desire to advocate a fight by members 
of all hardware associations against the great business evil of 
fake adyertising. Statements describing goods which are 
untrue are as bad as willful, false oral statements of the 
quality of goods shown a customer in the store. A manu- 
facturer should be required to advertise his goods honestly 
as much as the local dealer his goods. If a manufacturer or 
jobber states that he makes and seils “pure paint,” let him 
state whether it is made of pure white lead or whether from 
pure water and pure chalk. False or fake advettising is the 
very gist of unfair competition and while undoubtedly a man 
may have his remedy in a court of law to recover the pur- 
chase price of the goods sold on false representations practi- 
cally he has no remedy, for usually the expense of the litiga- 
tion would more than wipe out the price paid. As men en- 
gaged in one of the greatest businesses in the world fight to 
eliminate any such dishonest methods. Whenever you dis- 
cover any such methods be not afraid to fight them and fight 
them in the open. Be honest yourselves in your own busi- 
ness and compel every man to be honest with you. Then 
will such sentiment be produced as to render impossible this 
fake advertising and unfair competition. It is possible that 
some helpful legislation can be framed along these lines and 
if so it would be an excellent thing. The pure food law is 
working wonders in the line of breadstuffs, and to my mind 
there is no more difference in selling-sand for sugar than in 
selling tin for iron. 

Our National Association is growing from year to year 
and we now have twenty-six different state organizations as 
members. This is indeed a powerful body and we shall try 
to make its benefits so apparent to every dealer that our 
membership will soon be limited only by the number of 
states and territories in the union. We ask your co-opera- 
tion along this line. Tell your friends in other states, not 
members, of the great value you derive from your connec- 
tion with the state and national associations. Sound its 
praises far and wide, for only by seeing and knowing will 
we be able to interest them. Be ever ready to give them 
informatnon regarding the association and your efforts will 
reap their just rewards. . 


In conclusion I ask you to be loyal to your business, be 
loyal to your state association and be loyal to the National 
Association, for in “union there is strength,” and then may 
we go forward with one united purpose and endeavor for the 
upbuilding of the best interests of the retail hardware men of 
our nation. 

Secretary Green of the Illinois Retail Association 
then addressed the convention relating to business 
profits and following his speech the question box was 
in order. It proved to be an unusually good box and 
an interesting period was enjoyed in disposing of this 
number. ° 
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The reports of the committees then followed and 
the convention adjourned for the day.

Colorado Retail 3 
Hardware Association. 


Over 300 hardware dealers were present in their 
convention hall at the Albany Hotel in Denver, Colo., 
on February 20, in attendance upon the open meeting 
of the sixth annual convention of the Colorado Re- 
tail Hardware and Implement Association at Denver, 
Colo., covering the dates. of February 20-22. The 
meeting was called to order by President T, M. Hard- 
ing of Canon City. The morning session was taken up 
largely by the address of the president and the ap- 
pointment of committees. 

In his address the president spoke of the growth of 
the organization, and touched upon its future plans. 
He thanked the officers for their diligence and faith- 
fulness in earrying out the several missions entrusted 
to them,/and to an extent took up the matters of the 
parcels post question, the trust question and in general 
gave a complete resume of the work that the associa- 
tion had been engaged in during the year. 


The afternoon session of the 20th opened with a 
welcoming address by Governor Buchtel of Colorado, 
that was bright, pointed and interesting. It was also 
humorous to a degree, and created much amusement 
among the delegates. 

Friday was devoted largely to papers and discus- 
sions. Mr. Jerome Shamp, president of the South 
Platte Implement Dealers’ Association, made an ad- 
dress in which he spoke of a number of important 
matters, important among which was the matter of 
the increasing prices by manufacturers, and advised 
the members of the convention to “stick together” in 
an effort against the tendency of increasing prices as 
they are.being levied upon the hardware and imple- 
ment dealers.

for everybody and not different prices to different cus- 
tomers. 

One of the interesting features of Friday’s sessions 
was the stirring address upon the mail order ques- 
tion by Mr. F. W. Byrd, who proposed the taxing of 
catalog houses. He advocated their taxation by forc- 
‘ng them to pay for franchises to do business in the 
states outside of those wherein are located their prin- 
cipal offices. 

Mr. F, C. Mays addressed the convention on the 
topic of Mutual Insurance, which proved most inter- 
esting to the delegates. An interesting discussion fol- 
lowed the delivery of the address, in which a few dis- 
senters expressed their opposition to the mutual in- 
surance proposition as related to hardware dealers. 

At the afternoon session, which was devoted almost 
wholly to strict business matters of convention de- 
tail, the Nominating and Resolutions Committees sub- 
mitted their several reports, which were approved, and, 
beside some general discussion, the business for the 
following day was considered and arranged. 

SATURDAY. 

The exercises of Saturday were particularly infor- 
mal and largely fraternal. The election of Edwin 
Starkey of Greeley as president was the cue for an out- 
burst of general rejoicing, Mr. Starkey being that pop- 
ular. The re-election of Adolph Unfug of Walsen- 
burg as secretary and the choosing of W. H. Clat- 
worthy of Fort Morgan as vice-president brought out 
cheers. The report of the resolutions committee fav- 
oring the extension of the work of the association and 
the promulgation of the principles of co-operation and 
united efforts for the trade already laid down in the 
constitution and by-laws of the organization proved 
quite popular, as did also the plans for perpetuating 
the good work of the association. 

The report of the auditing committee was satisfac- 
tory, and the good feeling of the members was more 
and more definitely revealed. 

The delegates were entertained at a theater party on 
Thursday evening, at which a very large proportion 
of the delegates were in attendance, and on Satur- 
day evening a smoker was given at the Traffic Club, 
in which a swell programme of vaudeville and speeches 
was had with accompanying liquid and solid nourish- 
ment, all of which was duly enjoyed by the hardware 
delegates.

Foutz is one of the most popular busi- 
ness men in the Cloud City and his many friends were 
busy yesterday in congratulating him on stealing time 
enough from the convention to capture a bride. 





Minnesota Retail 
Hardware Convention 


About 800 members of the Minnesota Retail Hard- 
ware Association. were on hand at the time of the 
opening of the annual convention of the association 
it the convention hall, February 25, the opening day. 
lhe convention came to order at the Auditorium at 
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2:30 o'clock in the afternoon. President Julius 
Schmidt of Wabasha in the chair. Mr. Louis Betz 
welcomed the delegates to St. Paul on behalf of the 
city, and the response was made by A. T. Stebbins, 
vice-president of the National Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association. The president then delivered his 
annual address. 

In his address the president complimented the as- 
sociation upon its growth during the vear, laying par- 
ticular stress on the manner in which the members 
had worked together for the good of the organization ; 
although comparatively brief the address was an ex- 
cellent one full of earnestness and good advice. 

Following the address of the president, Secretary 
Mathews submitted his report. 

THE SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


For the twelfth time we are called together to enjoy our 
annual season of recreation and, let it be hoped, instruction 
along with the helpful interchange of ideas and experiences. 
At the meeting one year ago in this city Minneapolis was 
selected as the next place of meeting and so announced in 
the trade papers. As it had been decided to hold a hardware 
exposition in connection with the next convention, your 
arrangements committee at once looked up the matter of 
suitable halls. After careful investigation it was learned that 
there was but one available building in the city adapted to 
our needs and this was held at the prohibitive rental of 
$2,600 for the four days’ session. 

The new armory was offered at a reasonable figure, but 
unfortunately the lecture room or hall in connection was 
unfinished and assurance could not be given that it would be 
completed in season for this meeting. As the management 
of the St. Paul Auditorium had tendered the use of this 
magnificent building for a very modest sum, your committee 
at once arranged for the transfer of the convention to this 
city. A few weeks since, it was announced that funds had 
been provided with which to finish the Minneapolis armory, 
so that if that city should be chosen for the location of the 
next convention good and commodious quarters can be se- 
cured at a nominal rental. 

It is certainly very gratifying to come together each 
year and note not only the old, familiar faces but a liberal 
sprinkling of new members, and this applies to the country 
over as well, for it is probable that during no year of its 
existence has the National Association enjoyed a more flat- 
tering growth. 

At the meeting one year ago the Minnesota membership 
was given as 752. At the present time, while there are sev- 
eral inquiries and applications on file, the actual increase for 
the year is fifty-two, making a grand total to date of 804 
names. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT, MINNESOTA RETAIL 

HARDWARE ASSOCIATION ON FEB. 25, 1908. 
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With the larger membership come fewer reported griev- 
ances and of thosc presented during the past year only two 
remain unsettled. One of the cases was caused by the per- 
sistent efforts of a jobber to sell both the trade and the deal- 
ers’ customers. The other matter is still in the inquiry stage. 

The hardware exposition feature being a new departure 
of “Minnesota” the generous response from manufacturers 
and jobbers is most flattering, and we ask our members to 
carefully note the firms here represented, that you may later 
on show a substantial appreciation of their efforts to please 
you. 

In the early fall the retail hardware and other organized 
merchants were greatly stirred at the insistant demand by 
Postmaster General Von Meyer for a parcels post. The 
response to National Secretary Corey’s “get busy” call was 
so general that thousands of protests were filed in a very 
few weeks with the result, it is hoped, of permanently shelv- 
ing the scheme. 

Most of you are familiar with the circumstance connected 
with the prosecution of the lumbermen resulting from the 
distribution of the “little black book” and the notable victory 
gained by the lumbermen. Now we have no black books, but 
in the hall you will find a liberal supply of the “little white 
book,” which will tell you how not to do it, and which it 
would be well to preserve for future reference. You are to 
be congratulated on the number and prominence of the 
speakers whom we have with us for this convention; many of 
them have come long distances and at considerable expense. 
We ask that you show your appreciation of their efforts to 
interest you by your presence at all the sessions, that the 
hardware convention and exposition of 1908 may stand out 
as the finest of its kind ever held in the Northwest. 

National Secretary M. L. Corey of Indianapolis 
talked upon the parcels post question in a manner that 
awakened the interest of the delegates. 

The following nominating committee was ap- 
pointed by the president. Each congressional dis- 
trict of the state being allotted a representative upon 
this committee. The committee men are: M. W. 
Wiliams, Lanesboro; E. Houghtaling, Fairmont; 
George W. Mason, St. Peter; J. A. Schlieck, J. H. 
Smith, Minneapolis; L. Wakeman, E. H. Heins, Ren- 
ville; T. H. Caley, Princeton; G. A. Marckel, Per- 
ham. The president and vice-president and three 
members of the board of directors are elected each 
year, the other officers are appointed. 


The Honorable John A. Johnson, governor of Min- 
nesota, addressed the convention in a happy speech. 
The question box was a feature of the session. 


WEDNESDAY. 


The program for Wednesday included the enroll- 
ment of new members, the report of standing com- 
mittees and the question box. Mr. H. L. Chaffee de- 
livered an address upon “Special Sales” and “Bargain 
Days.” Edmund T. Young, attorney general of Min- 
nesota, delivered a speech, the topic of which was 
“State Problems.” President H. F. Emery, of the 
North Dakota Hardware Association, addressed the 
convention upon “Association Work in North Da- 
kota.” Following the address of Mr. Emery, Mr. 
Harvey J. Fueller, of Philadelphia, delivered a most 
excellent address upon “Heating and Ventilating,” 
which was received with much applause and gratific.- 
tion by the convention. Mr. W. H. Stepanek of 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., talked to the convention cn the 
subject of. “Business Methods in a Hardware Store.” 
The question box was in charge ‘of a committee ap- 
pointed by the chair. The nominating committee 
then made its report. 
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THURSDAY. 


The principal matter of business that came up be- 
fore the convention on Thursday was the election of 
officers. Aside from this the meeting was largely de- 
voted to matters relating to the Annual meeting of 
the Hardware Insurance Company of Minnesota. 

President Ladner of the association presented his 
annual address, following which the reports of the 
secretary and treasurer of the Insurance company 
were heard. 

The following is a report of the treasurer. 


THE INSURANCE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

Half a dozen years ago when the secretary was out on 
the road doing a little missionary work it was not always 
an easy proposition to persuade a man to take a policy with 
this company, many excuses being given; chief among them 
were “afraid of a mutual,” “have to give my business to th 
agent who trades with me,” etc. Since then the progress of 
the company has been so rapid and the financial returns to 
policy holders so satisfactory that it is at present a constant 
study how to keep our friends inside the limit of $3,000. 

With the average insurance company it is the custom to 
take all the good business offered, reinsuring what it is con- 
sidered cannot be safely carried at home and accepting a 
liberal commission for the same. Not so here, as no ad- 
mitted company could afford to pay as commission the 50 
per cent here returned to the policy holder, and should we 
reinsure in a non-admitted company (a hardware mutual, for 
instance) our friend Mr. Hartigan, who has promised to ad- 
dress you to-day, would be asking a lot of hard questions. 

The usual annual financial statement has probably been 
received by you all, and the continued increase noted in 
business written, assets and surplus. Losses the past year 
were slightly above the average, but your director deemed it 
advisable to increase the return premium to 50 per cent so 
long anticipated. So far in 1908 losses, though considerable, 
have not been severe for this time of the year. According to 
a New York insurance authority, the January fite losses 
throughout the country were the largest ever known, break- 
ing the record for that month by something more than five 
millions of dollars, there being-no less than 462 fires where 
the loss in each instance reached or exceeded $10,000. More 
and more it appears that a controlling factor in the success 
attained by this company is the well scattered risks, and since 
organization we have never sustained the loss of two “risks” 
by the same fire. That “hardware” risks, too, are of a high 
order is shown by the fact that the average losses by this 
company since the beginning are but 30 per cent of the pre- 
miums, which is far below the loss ratio of all the fire insur 
ance companies. 

The largest volume of business written by this company 
outside of Minnesota is in Illinois, where the premiums for 
1907 were $21,714, with losses of $6,159, the loss ratio being 
30 per cent, 2 per cent below that on all the: business written 
As the losses in Illinois for the last two years were trifling, 
the business in that state as a whole has been -very profitable. 

Early in 1907 your directors authorized the secretary to 
take out a license in Missouri. This was done in May, and 
the insurance of the Missouri “hardware mutuals” absorbed 
The insurance written there by this company has not bee! 
extensive, but as no losses were there sustained there has bee: 
a profit in the transaction. Attention is called to the slight]; 
decreased expense ratio, which for 1907 stands at 11 per cent 
of the premiums, and with increased business will come furth 
er reductions in this item. As in previous years substantia! 
gains are shown in amount of insurance written, gross asset 
and surplus. A balance was taken Feb. 21 and the financia 
statement to that date is as follows: 

STATEMENT OF CONDITIONS FEB. 1, 1908. 
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The figures there obtained are a little less than those pre- 
sented by your auditors the previous week, for in that, time 
three losses were adjusted and paid. During this session we 
hope to have with us Mr. John B. Lee, an insurance adjuster 
of large experience, who will present to you from an ad- 
juster’s standpoint the importance of a well kept set of books. 

Special attention is invited to this mater, as a satisfactory 
adjustment is most difficult where careless bookkeeping pre- 
vails. 

The ever enlarging business of this company has made 
added demands on the time of your president, treasurer and 
directors, and to their fidelity and conservative methods in 
large measure is due the success of the Retail Hardware Mu- 
tual Insurance Company of Minnesota. 


An address was given on “Bookkeeping and Fire 
Loss Adjustment” by John B. Lee, Jr. An address 
upon “Insurance” was given by John A. Hartigan, 
insurance commissioner of the state of Minnesota. 
The election of the directors of the Insurance com- 
pany was then had, following which the Insurance 
Press Association question box was had. The elec- 
tion of officers resulted in the choice of the following 
named gentlemen for the offices indicated.

A NEW IWAN BOOKLET. 








A tasteful booklet entitled “Easy Digging” is a new 
item in the advertising matter of Iwan Bros., of Strea- 
tor, Ill.

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NEW GERMAN FREEZING APPARATUS. 








Reporting from Hanover, Consul Robert J. Thomp- 
son says that what promises to effect a considerable 
economic result in the future physical comfort and 
health of man is a newly invented freezing and re- 
frigerating apparatus, a model of which has recently 
been privately exhibited in that Germany city, and the 
operation of which he describes: The device is an 
extremely simple and inexpensive affair, costing per- 
haps not more than $1 to manufacture, It consists of 
a double-wall tin vessel with a capacity of 5 gallons or 
more. There is a hollow space between the two walls, 
or inner and outer vessels. This space completely sur- 
rounds the inner compartment and is about an inch 
in width. By the graduated admission of carbonic 
acid to this surrounding chamber at the bottom of the 
vessel, and from this surrounding chamber into the 
vessel proper at the top through a cross-armed tube, 
the contents of the vessel are frozen quickly and com- 
pletely. Water is changed into ice in the space of 
sixty seconds. Meats, fruits, bottled beverages, such 
as beer, champagnes, wines, etc., may be chilled or 
frozen in a few seconds. This effect is produced by 
the sudden great reduction of temperature caused by 
the rapid expansion of the carbonic acid, which is 
admitted from an ordinary carbonic acid reservoir. 
The invention is at present designed for hotels, restau- 
rants, hospitals (particularly field hospitals), and the 
ordinary household.

It is apparent that retail hardwafe advertising is to 
a considerable extent done without proper care as to 
the minor details and to some extent as to the major 
details also, as there comes to us from time to time 
hardware advertisements that have been allowed to go 
into print in slip-shod shape such as would never have 
been permitted by advertisers if any sort of care had 
been given to them. We fear that the preparation of 
much of this class of local advertising is left alto- 
gether to the newspaper publishers or their agents with 
little thought upon the part of the man who pays the 
money as to what will be brought about in the publi- 
cation. When your local paper publishes for you an 
advertisement which you have yourself prepared and 
fails to give you satisfaction you should promptly ap- 
ply a remedy that will induce proper treatment for 
the future at least. The only successful way to get 
good advertising from country newspapers in particu- 
lar is to prepare the advertisements yourself and watch 
the publishers of the paper.

The advertisement of the Speer Hardware Co., of 
Fort Smith, Ark., is fairly good, but it might have 
been improved with very little rearrangement in this 
way. The top line reading “your check” is rather too 
short for a leading line when the same style of type in 
longer line is used in connection with it. The printer 
should have mortised the cut block at the point where 
the top line occurs and extended the line to the left 
as much as a half inch or more and used the white 
space at both left and right of the present line. This 
would have allowed a line almost an inch longer and 
it should have been set in a type of the same char-

acter and height but in more extended form. The 
second line reading “or a” belongs in lower case the 
same as the fourth line, otherwise the type arrange- 
ment of the advertisement is very good except that 
the quotation marks are out of place in the fourth and 
fifth lines. The printer might have done better by the 
idvertisement by properly mitering the enclosing rule 
at the corners and the pressman should have taken care 
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to push down the space in the next to the bottom line. 
We consider it a very good ad but it has these faults. 
This advertisement was published in the Fort Smith 
News Record, of Fort Smith, Ark. It occupied 334 
inches double column. The press work of the paper 
is not good.

The address lines 
are strong and are very well located and the rule 
work is laid out in a manner that cannot fail to attract 
attention. In considering this advertisement there is 
an opportunity to calculate upon the value of the white 
space that Mr. Kirkland has bought in which no type 
whatever appears. How many of our readers believe 
with us that this white space which is paid for is 
profitable? If there is a weak point at all in this ad- 
vertisement, it is in the fact that the address is not 
more fully given for the uses of those in Richmond or 
elsewhere who may not be entirely familiar with Mr.

SPECIALIZATION IN THE HARDWARE 
BUSINESS. 








BY HARVEY J. FUELLER, PHILADELPHIA, PA., SEC-

Read at the annual convention of the New York Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 20, 1908. 





My early business training was acquired “on the road” 
in the stern school of practical salesmanship. Though my direct 
business experience has been confined to the stove, range ‘and 
furnace department of the hardware trade as a manufacturer, 
yet I have spent no inconsiderable part of my life in retail 
hardware stores and in contact with hardware merchants. 
My somewhat extensive observation of the conditions which 
generally prevail in your business is my excuse for venturing 
to direct your attention to certain views which I entertain 
regarding methods and policies that I believe could be 
adopted by retail hardware merchants for increasing their

profits and curtailing the evils of unwise competition. I take 
it for granted that you are all in business with the purpose 
of making the maximum returns on your capital invested, and 
that no topic is of more practical interest to you than a dis- 
cussion of methods for increasing your profits. There is no 
danger that your profits will be excessive. 

There is, I believe, among our retail hardware mer- 
chants no individual whose enormous wealth is considered 
as constituting a menace to society or a proof of oppressive 
business policies. The laws of competition are as inexorable 
as the laws of nature and they prevent any man who is en- 
gaged in a business which is not monopolistic from making 
undue profits or from oppressing the consuming public. By 
a careful study of conditions and by wise cooperation among 
yourselves, you may eliminate certain harmful and destructive 
features of competition, but you will never be able.to elimi- 
nate competition itself. Your organization can be made a 
valuable and effective agency for promoting your interests, 
but if any of you indulge the hope that it will ever be able to 
bring about a condition in which competition will be absent, 
you are merely deluding yourselves. The different degrees 
of success attained by different hardware merchants under 
practically similar conditions and opportunities make it ob- 
vious that the methods of some are betfer adapted than the 
methods of others to promote success. A study and an analy- 
sis of methods of conducting the business are therefore of the 
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highest importance to retail hardware merchants. It is plain 
that in order to make money you must sell your goods at 
an increase over the amount you pay for them plus y 
costs or expenses of conducting business. But, do not jump 
to the conclusion that the higher your selling prices are 
greater your profits will be. Unduly high selling prices 
ultimately almost as destructive of profit-as unduly low s 
ing prices. 

One of the most difficult tasks which confronts the ha 
ware merchants is that of fixing proper selling prices on th 
different classes of goods which he handles. On: certain 
goods it seems to him that he must ignore his general per- 
centage of expense in fixing the selling price or be outside 
of the market entirely. In my opinion it is an error for a 
merchant to compute his profits on the volume of his sales 
They should be computed upon the investment in the busi- 
ness. The retail fruit dealer who, on the average, turns his 
entire capital weekly, will make a far greater profit by selling 
his goods for ten per cent more than he pays for them than 
the jeweler, who turns his capital on the average once each 
year, will make by selling Ais goods at an advanve of 100 
per cent over his purchase price. Say that in a given hard 
ware business the merchant finds that his total expenses, in- 
cluding interest on capital, his own salary and those of other 
executives, rent, insurance, wages, office force, shipping, taxes, 
light, heat, advertising, bad accounts and all other costs of 
conducting business, amount to 20 per cent of the purchase 
price of all goods which he has sold during the year; yet it 
is apparent that it has cost him less than 20 per cent to sell 
some of the quick-moving, cheaply handled goods, and it has 
cost him much more than 20 per cent to sell some of the 
other goods which he must carry a long time and on which 
his selling expenses are heavier. Some merchants consider 
that the only difference to them in profit between a class of 
goods on which they turn their capital every sixty days and 
another class in which they turn their capital annually, is 
ten months’ interest at the current rate, but this is a great 
mistake, as in the one case they make six profits in one year 
on a given investment and in the other case they make but 
one profit in one year on a given investment. Of course the 
carrying of book accounts is an element in the turning of 
capital which must always be taken into account and if 
hardware merchants generally realized the great importance 
of prompt collections as a factor for producing profit, they 
would devote more attention to this feature of the business. 

The hardware merchant, to enable him to understand 
what he is doing, to know what classes of goods it will pay 
him to push and to maintain a price scheme which will bring 
the best results, should analyze his business thoroughly and 
should classify the goods which he handles into divisions, 
showing separately, in groups, those in which he turns his 
capital respectively in sixty days, in four months, in six 
months, in eight months, in ten months, in one year, in 
eighteen months, in two years, etc. An additional account 
should be opened for each specialty to which the merchant 
devotes particular attention and on which he aims to secure 
more than the ordinary rate of profit, and, of course, such 
specialties should not be grouped with other goods. Such 
specialties might be ranges, ~ heating stoves, different 
branches of the cutlery department, paints, wall paper, a line 
of. high grade wooden ware and in season, fire arms, and 
ammunition. He can then, using his own good judgment, 
and justly estimating other factors known to him, apportion 
to each.class the percentage of expense which it should rightly 
bear. In apportioning this expense the merchant should be 
very certain to have the total apportionment equal his entire 
expense as based upon his previous year’s experience. After 
adding the proper per centage for expense to each article or 
kind of merchandise, he will have the real cost thereof. He 
can then open an account with each separate group of mer- 
chandise, charging it with all of its costs and crediting it with 
its sales. He will then know at the close of the year just 
where each class of goods stands as a profit earner. There 
is no mistake more common in conducting a business than 
the failure to include the fuli expense of doing business in 
calculating costs and selling prices. Unless conditions are 
radically changed, there are some classes of goods which it 
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js practically obligatory for retail hardware merchants to 
handle on which .it will never be possible for them to make 
, reasonable profit. As an offset to this unprofitable busi- 
ness, they should develop a trade on specialties upon which 
they can secure a profit above the ordinary rate. There are 
many specialties in different lines of manufacture which the 
hrewd merchant can push and advertise and promote until 
he has a valuable franchise in the continuous profit accruing 
to him from their sale. In many cases he can control the 
sale of special goods of certain kinds, and can then very 
profitably work up a reputation for them which will per- 
meate the entire community. For example, most hardware 
merchants handle ranges, and the profit thereon, considering 
the cost of selling and handling them, is usually very mod- 
erate. Many hardware merchants try to increase their profits 
in the range business by scouring the market for the lowest 
priced ranges they can find, thinking thus to be able to under- 
sell their competitors and build up a large business. But, 
what they can do in purchasing cheap and nasty ranges can 
be duplicated by their competitors and they can never build 
up a good reputation nor establish a profitable trade by 
handling such goods. On the other hand, it has frequently 
been demonstrated that if the merchant will select a strictly 
first-class, high grade range, with special feature of merit, 
and push it as a specialty, he can build up a permanent, prof- 
itable tradé.on it which cannot be taken away from him by 
means of any price concessions which his competitors may 
make on other ranges. And what can be done on ranges can 
be done on many other specialties on which it is possible for 
the skillful hardware merchant to develop and maintain a 
profitable and practically an exclusive business. Along this 
line of developing a trade on specialties lies the greatest of 
opportunities for the hardware merchant to increase his 
profits. Too frequently the hardware merchants of a town 
follow each other along the same path of business policy, 
like a flock of sheep. If each one would specialize his busi- 
ness to the greatest possible extent and seek to develop his 
trade along the lines of profit for himself, the evils of com- 
petition would be greatly reduced. As most hardware mer- 
chants are engaged in the heating business, I desire to direct 
attention to warm air furnace heating and ventilation as a 
most striking example of specialization, through which, if 
properly conducted, they could build up a profitable and 
highly satisfactory trade. Cheap competitive bidding has 
performed its sinister work in the furnace business, until 
furnaces of utterly inadequate capacity are merely thrown 
into cellars or basements and installed without regard for the 
proper proportioning of the piping system or for any other 
elements necessary to right results. As a result of these poor 
methods of installation and of the use of furnaces of too 
small capacity, warm air furnace heating to-day is seldom 
given the slightest consideration for first class or even for 
medium priced residences. Yet, with a good furnace of the 
proper size, with the piping correctly proportioned, and with 
first class installation in other respects, there is no other plan 
of heating so practical, so successful or so satisfactory as 
warm air furnace heating. 

This is an age of sanitation, and from the standpoint of 
healthfulness, warm air furnace heating is immeasurably 
superior to direct water or steam heating. When furnace 
heating was discredited by the evil demon of “cheapness,” 
which meant deficient capacity and defective workmanship, 
the people who built good houses turned eagerly to steam 
and water, believing that these were sure and sound methods 
of heating. And thus the heating of good residences was 
taken away from the furnace merchant by a system that cost 
much more than good furnace heating. This proves that it 
was really the low price of furnace heating, necessarily ac- 
companied by inferior quality, that drove it from the market 
to such a marked extent. And that this better method of 
heating would. never have been supplanted if a high standard 
of installation had been maintained. Furnace heating has 
been discredited because the average furnace dealer mistakenly 
supposes that he can get work only on the low price of the 
job. And even those few furnace dealers who pride them- 
selves on getting what they call good prices, go only half way 
and do not attempt to do strictly first class, highest grade 
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work, through which alone can furnace heating be brought 
into the favor and standing to which its merits entitle it. 

There is an enormous amount of unsatisfactory steam 
and hot water heating ‘being done, very largely due to the 
“skinning” of jobs through cheap competitive methods. The 
profits in steam and hot water heating are notoriously low. 
Direct steam or water heating, even at its best, is condemned 
by every practical and scientific test as being unsanitary and 
unhealthful. Every authority on ventilation, every competent 
heating engineer, every physician who has given the question 
the slightest study, condemn direct steam or water heating 
as being in violation of nature’s laws. There is no division 
of opinion among those who speak with authority on this 
subject; they agree without a dissenting voice that the only 
proper way to heat an apartment is by pouring pure warm 
air into it. With every argument, practical, scientific and 
hygienic, in his favor, why should not the hardware merchant 
take advantage of the heating situation as it exists to-day? 
If the members of this organization, regardless of how ex- 
pert they believe themselves to be, would make a study of the 
furnace business and would start a determined and systematic 
crusade in favor of strictly first class warm air furnace heat- 
ing, a very large proportion of all first class residences could 
unquestionably be captured for this superior method. And 
while you would be giving your customers far better value 
for their money than they could possibly receive with any 
other system of heating, you could legitimately make much 
larger profits for yourselves than it would be possible to 
make by installing any other method of heating. For strictly 
first class warm air furnace heating and ventilation there is 
no reason why the house owner should not pay at least as 
much as the price of the inferior and unsanitary direct steam 
and water: heating system. The field is not liable soon to 
be overcrowded and those who start in to do strictly first 
class furnace heating and ventilation are not likely to have 
much serious competition, for only those who have the in- 
sight and the foresight to get out of the beaten path of cus- 
tom will enter this rich field and they are not likely to be 
large enough in number to crop off the pasturage for a long 
time to come. 

To some extent furnace manufacturers have been to 
blame in times past for the defective installation of furnaces, 
because they failed to furnish the trade with definite, prac- 
tical rules and directions for installing warm air heating 
plants, or for determining the capacity of apparatus required 
to heat a given building. There are now, however, several 
manufacturers who give attention to the instruction of their 
customers, in a general way, in methods of installation which 
will insure good results in furnace heating; and there is one 
furnace manufacturing house that furnishes each of its cus- 
tomers with a manual or handbook which gives clear, posi- 
tive, definite rules and directions for properly installing a 
warm air heating and ventilating plant in any residence or in 
any other building to which the system is adapted. Those 
who desire to increase their profits in the heating department 
of their business are assured, therefore, that they can secure, 
without money and without price, all of the rules and direc- 
tions necessary to enable them to do strictly first class, highest 
grade warm air furnace heating and ventilating. And so 
great, so obvious are the advantages of’ strictly first class 
warm air furnace heating over the direct steam or water 
method, that the dealer who once gets a start with the better 
system will soon have an extensive and lucrative business 
in that line. Other directions in which specialization can be 
successfully practiced will readily occur to the alert hardware 
merchant who catches the spirit of the scheme and appre- 
cites its advantages and possibilities. I desire to emphasize 
the fact that there are, for every hardware merchant, pos- 
sibilities for increasing his profits by realizing the difference 
in relative importance between the different elements and 
departments of his business and that the time spent in plan- 
ning for the specialization of his business will be profitably 
employed. Many a merchant who has a surplus of cash 
sallies forth to find an investment, and not infrequently tests 
the stock market because cf seemingly seductive prospects 
of profit in that field, whereas, by investing the money to 
develop some special line of department in his own business, 
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he could probably make much better returns for himself.than 
others are likely to make for him. All business men must 
do, their work and execute their plans largely through those 
they employ. Allow me to urge the importance of drilling 
and training your salesmen and employes so that they under- 
stand your plans and policies and are enthusiastic workers 
for the success of the business. The employes of a house 
usually reflect the tone and character of the establishment. 
Indifferent and slipshop clerks and salesmen usually betoken 
indifferent and inefficient business methods on the part of 
their employers. Many hardware merchants could promote 
their own interests by devoting more time and pains to train- 
ing and drilling their employes and studying plans for in- 
creasing their profits—and spending less time in- doing work 
and attending to details which could be taken care of quite as 
well by subordinates. While you can do much to imcrease 
your prosperity by your own efforts in wisely planning your 
business methods and policies, you can also greatly improve 
the conditions which constitute your business environment 
by means of cooperation through your association. While 
your organization can never bring about that millenium of 
the socialist where competition will be abolished yet it can, 
through wise agreement and cooperation, remove the abuses 
and evils of that jealous and reckless struggle for trade which 
is frequently destructive of all legitimate profit. No one, 
not even the consumer, is benefited by a condition in which 
business is conducted without profit, for such a state of 
affairs invariably means, in the end, a debasement in the 
quality of the goods; and inferior goods are always more 
expensive to the user at a very low price than are good goods 
at fair price. You could not use your local organization, 
even if you so desired, to maintain prices at an exorbitarit 
level, for the operation of the natural laws of trade would 
quickly break your scheme. But if your understandings and 
agreements are formed on the basis of securing fair, reason- 
able, just conditions for yourselves, they can be maintained 
if you are true to each other. Public sentiment and the laws 
of business will sustain you in any rightly directed efforts 
you may make to secure reasonable returns on your capital. 
If each of you will do his part, your organization can make 
business conditions much pleasanter and more satisfactory for 
all of you than they would be without the organization. In 
addition to the larger reforms which you can accomplish 
through your association, it can be made the means of elimi- 
nating the little pin pricks and minor annoyances of com- 
petition which so often exist when those engaged in a com- 
mon business in the same community regard each other as 
strangers and enemies. The mere social contact between the 
members which is brought about by the existence of your 
association is not among the least of the good features of 
your organization. This is preeminently the era of organi- 
zation. You are sure to have a local organization in the 
hardware business, in every considerable town, and these will 
compose the state organization either as local associations or 
through their membership; and since the association is sure 
to exist and will always eventually be reorganized if it dis- 
bands, every live hardware merchant should be a member of 
it and should labor to make it useful and efficient. The 
maintaining of your organization on a proper basis is one 
of the matters of large importance which you can by no means 
afford to neglect. In no other direction can you more profit- 
ably employ your time and skill than in upbuilding and up- 
holding your association. Against adverse conditions it is 
frequently impossible for the ablest man to attain success, 
while under more favorable conditions he finds it easy to suc- 
ceed. Your association should be the medium through which 
conditions would be so controlled that your individual efforts 
would be more effective than otherwise. You should not re- 
gard your work for the association as being of less importance 
than that which you perform directly within your own busi- 
ness.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to Geo. Broeker, of Beardstown, IIl., L 
send you herewith a drawing that solves the problem 
of the gentleman named as published in your issue of 
February 22. This is a very simple proposition, and 
it is one of the first patterns that we tinners learn to 
cut, I will try to make it as distinct as I can. First 
learn the diameter and length, then take one-half of 
the diameter, which is eleven inches, then with your 
square mark off the same as I have it in Fig. 1. B.C. 
represents 11 inches and B. D. the length. D. E. 9% 
inches. Then draw your line A. C. Set your dividers 
on A. C. and draw to circle, then bring them back to 





A. E., and mark the other circle as I have in Fig. 2. 
After completing this take the dividers and set them 
to B. C., and mark off to equal spacing as shown in 
Fig. 2 A. B. C., allowing for lap.

SEMI-ANNUAL MEETING OF TRUSTEES NA- 
TIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MASTER 
SHEET METAL WORKERS. 





The semi-annual meeting of the Trustees of the Na- 
tional Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers 
of the United States was held in Pittsburg at the Fort 
Pitt Hotel during the current week. There were pres- 
ent, the following officers: President, Edwin L. Sea- 
brook, Ind. ; vice-president, J. A. Pierpont; third vice- 
president, Chas. A. Gauss; fourth vice-president, Al 
bourlier; secretary, W. H. Barnard, and the follow- 
ing named trustees: Robert Kain of Cleveland, O., 
Wm. A. Gallagher of Wilmington, Del.; E. W. Rich- 
irds of Philadelphia, Pa.; Philip H. Lenderking of 
baltimore, Md.; Thos. F. Black of Brooklyn, N. Y.; 
Wm. W. Bosbury of Parkersburg, W. Va.; Albert B. 
ranklin of Boston, Mass. The. meeting was an open 
one as to its first session and in this meeting the re- 
rt of the secretary was presented and the reports of 
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the various trustees were submitted. as to the opera- 
tions of the local association. to which they are attach- 
ed. The report of Secretary Banard here follows: 


SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRE- 
TARY. 


In submitting this report, there are many features to be 
covered, and I will attempt to discuss each subject under a 
separate heading. 

Since the last annual convention at Cleveland there has 
been the usual lull in association work, but, in my judgment, 
all .signs seem to indicate that the interest of the Master 
Sheet Metal Worker everywhere is sharpened as to the possi- 
bilities and influence of our national organization. New locals 
are slowly but surely being added to our membership, and 
therefore, while our growth is not evidenced by leaps and 
bounds, it is steady and sure. At this writing, there are a 
number of cities considering the proposition of forming local 
associations and joining our national, and these cases are so 
numerous that I have abundant confidence in our increasing 
growth in the near future. :

A Flaring Rim. 


There have been a few instances in which men traveling 
in territories in which we have no representation, have ap- 
proached me upon the subject of remuneration to them for 
work in these unrepresented territories, and I have told them 
that the national association would very likely give them the 
entrance fee for any locals which they would create or bring 
into the national association, and I would be glad to have 
your consideration and affirmation of this proposition. 

The membership of the different locals, composing our mem- 
bership, and individual members that have reported up to 
February 15th, are ten hundred and seventy-two, as against 
ten hundred and thirty-nine one year ago. 

I desire to state that as the percapita tax is now two 
dollars per year instead of one dollar, as it was a year ago, 
our income will be increased. It is but natural that there 
should be some delinquent members or disbanded associations, 
which must necessarily occur in all bodies, and after dispos- 
ing of this dead wood, to have our mentbership as large as it 
is, in face of the fact that we have increased our percapita 
tax is very gratifying. In view of the fact that this is one 
of the first deductions that has been made for dead wood, or 
weeding out processes, which should occur every year, it is 
rather surprising that the aggregate membership does not 
show a decided slump. 

FINANCES.

pany. Whatever other expenses there are, are miscellaneous, 

consisting of such items as postage, stationery and printing. 

CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE TREASURY. OF THE NATIONAL ASSOCIA- 
TION. ; 

In pursuance of the instructions received at the last 
meeting of the Board of Directors, the special committee met 
in Philadelphia after the convention of last August, and pre- 
pared a circular‘on the subject of contributions to the national 
association, for the establishment ofan office and a paid force, 
in order that*the*wdtk “could be supplied ‘with the necessaries 
to give it full and complete conduct, and also to prepare a 
paper on the subject of supplying workmen in cities where 
we have local members, when strikes exist, and on: these two 
papers I desire to make the following report: 

As to the first circular on finance or on contributions, a 
number of these cities have signified their willingness to con- 
tribute to this fund, while on the other hand, there are quite 
a number of cities that have not only promised that they will 
contribute, butithat have actually sent in the money. These 
cities are as follows: Brooklyn, N. Y., $150; Cleveland, Ohio, 
$165.04; Hartford, Conn., $49.42; Galveston, Texas, $27; 
Houston, Texas, $60.75. 

STRIKE AID PROPOSITION. 

Now, as to the strike aid proposition. The.general trend 
of the sentiment expressed by the different locals does hot 
evince a favorable spirit toward that proposition. There pos- 
sibly are a few men that can be gathered here and therein 
scattered sections of the country that could be obtained for 
that purpose under extreme‘conditions, but the reports in the 
affirmative in regard to this proposition have been so-meagéf 
that I have not felt justified in compiling the replies, be- 
cause they are almost unanimously indisposed to supply men 
for that purpose. These two papers were sent out by me 
under date of September 30, 1907. 

LISTING OF NAMES IN THE “MASTER SHEET METAL WORKERS’ 
JOURNAL” FOR TRADE PROTECTION PURPOSES. 


This feature of the work has been performed by the 
“Master Sheet Metal Workers’ Journal” for some months 
past, and I regret to say that I feel that we should depart 
from this practice. While it is greatly to be desired that the 
fullest amount of trade protection should be secured for the 
Master Sheet Metal Worker, it is certainly a serious ques- 
tion as to how to best obtain that end, and in the most cred- 
itable manner. I feel quite persuaded that this system of 
publicity listing these firms, as has been done -for the past 
few months, is undesirable, and that it cannot bring for us 
the proper results. In the first place, it is quite an easy 
matter for a manufacturer or jobber to sign our list “in 
accord,” and while they themselves may smartly appear to 
ibe loyal to their obligations, it is a fact that they can and 
de distribute their products through remote jobbers, who are 
under no obligations as to whom they shall sell. Such a case 
as this would, of course, work a hardship upon an honest 
conipetitor who Had no strings to his: obligation. 

I have a communication from Messrs. Gummey, Mc- 
Farland Company, of Philadelphia, Pa., expressing their dis- 
pleasure at the fact that their names appeared without their 
consent in one: issue of the “Journal,” and that it was dropped 
from subsequent issues without their knowledge or consent, 
and that they had no chance to defend themselves, or warn- 
ing that such a thing would be done. Their letter is very 
heated, and intimated that they may resort to law for satis- 
faction. I have almost a similar complaint from Messrs. Wm, 
Fuller & Co., of Baltimore, Md., who stoutly object to their 
name -having been put in the “Journal,” and likewise subse- 
quently dropped. 

I feel that it is my duty to the association to warn you 
that, in my judgment, this policy is very apt to get us into 
litigation. You will agree with me, I am sure, that any effort 
anade in this direction has been experimental, and I am con- 
strained to believe that a continuance of this policy will cause 
the loss of friends, whose opinion is more or less valuable to 
us. I think that some other method, possibly that of per- 
suasion, or other influence, would be healthier or more digni- 
fietl to obtain what we desire in thisedirection.. I would, 
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therefore, recommehd to you that we immediately stop. having 


the names of the jobbers and manufacturers printed, 
TRADE PROTECTION, 

Without going into: this ‘subject’ in detail, I am reminded 
of the fact that manufacturers as. well as jobbers are still pre- 
paring and selling tin plate for roofing purposes in rolls, 24 
that Master Sheet Metal Workers are buying the same. 

As long as this practice is indulged in by all hands, » 
must expect to see tin plate sold through hardware houses, 
contractors, owners, and: anyone who. will put up the money 
to procure.it. It seems to mie to be very inconsistent for any 
community to pretend that they want trade protection when 
they buy tin plate put up in rolls; or encourage by any means 
the ‘manufacture of this article. 

Our national association unquestionably wishes to sée the 
greatest amount of trade protection afforded to the Master 
Sheet Metal, Workers of every community, but unless they 
themselves stop buying and using roll tin, then they. need 
find no fault with anyone but themselves. 

I would further respectfully submit to you that in the 
listing of houses “in accord,” it seems so strikingly incon- 
sistent when: houses are listed “in accord,” that manufacture 
or job and distribute tin plate in rolls, that it is an inconsist- 
ency that should not be overlooked. 

INCOMPETENT WORKMEN AND’ APPRENTICE TRAINING. 

During the past few. months I have sent out to our dif- 
ferent secretaries-an inquiry as to from what source their 
business was particulatly suffering, and the unanimous ex- 
pression was that incompetent 'workmen are the bane and 
curse of their business. \ It is quite apparent that unless the 
Master Sheet’ Metal Workers ‘of the country bestir them- 
selves,~and local associations particularly get busy in con- 
sideration of this seriously important subject, that in a very 
few years we will be without workmen at all. The old-time 
mechanj¢ is fast passing away, and the output of the present 
decade, at least, seems to be that of mere laborers. I would, 
therefore, urge upon consideration at this meeting some 
feasible and definite plan to place before the Master Sheet 
Metal Workers, by which they will give systematic and proper 

¢are to the consideration of the best methods of producing 
competent Master Sheet Metal Workers, who will be grad- 
uated from an approved source of apprenticeship training. I 
do not think that this time we can do anything that is more 
profitable than the consideration of the apprenticeship sub- 
ject, which will thereby yield the Master Sheet Metal Workers 
of this country skilled and trained mechanics. 

Attached hereto is a clipping from a newspaper or pam- 
phlet article that comes from Minneapolis, Minn., and it will 
give you a pleasing idea of the substantial and definite man- 
ner in which they are recognizing the necessity of considering 
the proposition of training apprentices, and how they are 
taking the matter up: 

Through the Master Sheet Metal Workers’ Association 
of Minneapolis an opportunity is provided for apprentices to 
improve their technical knowledge of the trade. A night 
school is to be established in the rooms of the Builders’ and 
Traders’ Exchange, where apprentices may receive free in- 
struction in pattern making and other higher branches of the 
craft. The first class is to be started probably within a week. 
The pupils will be given a practical course in mechanical 
drawing and pattern making. The school will hold sessions 
two nights each week, and several of the professors of the 
university and instructors in the city public schools have 
promised to assist. At the beginning, only apprentices will 
be received, but later the older men will be given a chance to 
attend. : 

In view of the fact that Minneapolis has been afflicted 
with the “closed shop” system, this is an evidence of their 
intention to look out for the future ‘in this direction. I do 
not know that this suggestion from Minneapolis is, or is not, 
the ideal course for us to pursue, but nevertheless, it is a re- 
minder of the course that some of our locals are adopting for 
their future good. 

THE TREASURER OF THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

It is with the deepest regret that I am compelled to an- 
nounce to you that Mr. George W. Battley, our national 
treasurer, is suffering from 4 lasting and severe illness. He 
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has been: entirely unable ‘to'atténd to busiriess for a number 
of months past, and at this time he is away in a country town 
in North Carolina, with the hope that his health will be suf- 
ficiently improved to allow him to return to business again. 
is with the deepest regret,-however,-that I am compelled to 
form you that his physical condition is by no means prom- 
sing and on that account, he has been prevented from being 
with you at this: time, 


THE PLACE OF HOLDING THE NEXT ANNUAL CONVENTION. 


Invitations from the’ cities of Chicago, Ill, and Atlantic 
City, N: J.,:have been received, requesting that. we hold our 
next annual conyention at these places. These invitations 
have been acknowledged, but the senders of them have been 
notified that the choice of a place for the next annual conven- 
tion will be made at this meeting of the board,. I think it well 
to say, while I am on this subject, that the city of Atlanta, 
Ga., has three firms, that are individual members of our na- 
tional association, and. they are at this time taking steps to 
form a local organization in that city, and through it, they 
hope to affiliate with the national. It would seem to me, wise, 
therefore, in view of the fact that this organization has never 
held a convention in that section of the United States, that 
Atlanta (geographically speaking, at least) might be wisely 
chosen as the next place for holding the annual convention.

The section of the secretary’s report relating to the 
Journal’s “in accord” list awakened considerable in- 
terest and a somewhat sharp discussion followed, as 
it was recommended that this list be abandoned. 
The reports of the trustees on the various topics which 
their reports cover among other things show that 
while there had been a number of new members en- 
rolled during the past year there had also been losses 
of members and between these two opposing elements 
it was shown that the growth of the association had 
not been as great as was desirable. A number of com- 
munications were submitted to the meeting and some 
discussions were had relating especially to association 
matters, after which the meeting adjourned to meet 
in executive session in the afternoon. 

It is stated by good authority that in the executive 
session of the afternoon some very stringent criticisms 
were read relating to official usurpation of the func- 
tions of the trustees, and some fault was found with 
certain actions that have been taken by officers not 
properly in authority for which the association has 
been seriously criticised. Some communications were 
presented in this and other matters and the action of 
the representatives in attendance at the convention led 
to some very sharp talk and to some critical discus- 
sions, 

When the matter of the Gummey MacFarland Com- 
pany correspondence was reached it was disclosed that 
there was no just grounds for the names of this firm 
being excluded from the list of jobbers in accord, as 
no accusation was brought against them that they had 
proven disloyal to the organization. It was disclosed 
that the editor and publisher of “The Master Sheet 
Metal Workers’ Journal” removed the name of this 
firm from the list in accord on account of ‘a dispute 
between this firm and David Lupton & Sons, and 
demonstrated that the editor and publisher was under 
the domination of David Lupton & Sons. He was 
severely censured for his conduct, which almost in- 
volved the association in tiresome, expensive litigation, 
and he was directed to insert the name of Gummey 

MacFarland Company in the list hereafter.

On Wednesday morning the trustees again met in an 
open session and after a long discussion relating to the 
matter, President Edwin L. Seabrook, E. W. Richards, 
Secretary W. H. Barnard, P. H. Leuderking, Jr., 
W. A. Gallagher and Thomas F. Black were appoint- 
ed a committee with power to consult with legal au- 
thorities-on behalf of the association as to the legality 
of the present method of conducting an “In Accord” 
list, be published in newspaper form ,and it was 
determined that changes in the method heretofore 
pursued, if such changes were found to be needed in 
order to conduct such a list in a legal manner, should 
be reported to the board by the committee before the 
next convention. Upon a motion, which was carried, 
it was decided to inform all local secretaries of the 
action taken upon the suggestion of B. F. John of 
Philadelphia, which provided that all of the local sec- 
retaries should assemble upon the day before the next 
convention for the purpose of taking into considera- 
tion the advisability of forming a secretaries’ associa- 
tion and it was recommended that the local associa- 
tions be invited to send their secretaries as delegates 
to the next convention of the association to the end 
that a subordinate association of the character indi- 
cated might be considered. The advantages that the 
Brooklyn (N. Y.) local association of Sheet Metal 
Workers has derived from the employment of a paid 
secretary, was made a matter of remark by Thomas 
F. Black, who spoke upon the subject. 

Action was taken in the form of a formal vote look- 
ing to the matter of conveying to the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers the sympathy of the National 
Association of Sheet Metal Workers with its work 
and purposes. Chicago, IIl., was chosen as the place 
in which the convention of the association will be held 
in August next. The meeting then adjourned.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The hardware market in Chicago and throughout 
the West and Northwest generally is still quiet, but 
there is apparent a steady current of improvement. 
Wire goods continue to lead as an active feature, but 
it is still noticeable that the strength of the orders 
along fencing lines come from the Southwest and 
South, where opportunities for immediate utilization 
of the goods is afforded. A goodly portion of the 
West and Northwest is under snow and enjoying good 
cold weather and even building operations are to a 
great extent set back thereby. There is still a fairly 
steady: movement in general hardware, much of which 
is designed for replenishments of low stocks, and for 
the present there seems to be a tendency to buy for 
quick deliveries that will meet pressing requirements. 
It is “between hay and grass” just now in hardware, 
for the winter trade is all over and spring trade has 
not yet set in. Larger Western jobbers and retailers 
of hardware still believe the spring trade will open 
strong and that business will continue strong well into 
summer at least. There is much complaint about the 
present quality of wire among wire users in manu- 
factories and among farmers, and an impression pre- 
vails that a thorough betterment in quality is so essen- 
tial that a demand must be made for it. 

An effort is being made among the carriage bolt 
manufacturers to check a tendency toward lower prices 
which have been more or less imminent for a number 
of weeks past. In some cases recently quotations on 
these goods have been withdrawn and in other in- 
stances higher prices have been announced. Double 
pointed tacks are reported unsteady in the market and 
lower quotations have been made. 

Wire nails are quoted at $2.23; painted barb wire, 
$2.38; galvanized barb wire, $2.68; smooth annealed 
wire, $2.08; smooth galvanized wire, $2.38; polished 
staples, $2.23; galvanized staples, $2.63. Carload lots 
to retailers, 5 cents higher; less than carload lots, 15 
cents higher. 

Cut nail quotations are: Iron cut, cars to jobbers, 
$2.38; and cars to retailers, $2.43. Steel cut nails to 
jobbers in cars, $2.28; to retailers, cars, $2.33. 


TIN PLATE. 


Consumers are still buying in small lots, owing to 
the meager orders on their books for finished ma- 
terial. Prices are for 100-pound coke plates, $3.70 at 
Pittsburgh mills, with the independents quoting $3.65. 
Price f. o. b. Swansea for tin plate is 12s 1%d. Ar- 
rivals of tin plate for the week ending February 15 
were 20,383 boxes at New York, and 13,000 boxes at 
Philadelphia. Stocks of tin plate in Swansea on Feb- 
ruary 6 were 169,828 boxes, against 118,728 at the 
same time a year ago.

There are still good engagements being made for 
Europe, at and around 13c for electrolytic. The Eu- 
ropean movement is still the feature of the copper situ- 
ation. . It is believed that the stocks of the metal in 
this country are but 100,000,000 pounds at the present 
time, and, with the reduced production, the good en- 
gagements being made by European houses, and the 
gradual increase in the domestic consumption, the 
market is at present in a much stronger position than 
it has been at any time this year. It is thought that 
the consuming interests in the European markets have 
taken some good supplies of the metal. Another fea- 
ture of the situation has been the Chinese and. far 
Eastern engagements, which. have reached an almost 
unprecedented total during the past month. Quota- 
tions on the New York Metal Exchange are substan- 
tially unchanged at 1254@127éc for lake, 12.4@12%c 
for electrolytic and 1234@12c for casting copper.

IRON BARS. 


The bar iron market presents a little better appear- 
ance. Most of the local dealers are holding firmly 
at 1.56c, and at a recent meeting agreed to maintain 
this price, despite the advance in the Pittsburgh price 
from 1.40c to 1.50c. The market in the West is slowly 
improving. 


COKE. 


The coke market continues to maintain an easy po- 
sition. With the prospect of decreased iron produc- 
tion this year and the shutting down of the blast fur- 
naces in nearly all sections of the country, contract- 
ing has been greatly curtailed. The ovens are being 
shut down in many cases, and other production is 
being restricted to five days a week. Prices are about 
on the basis of $2.50@3.00 for good grades of 72-hour 
Connellsville foundry for both spot and future deliv- 
ery, while furnace is about on the basis of $1.75@2.00 
for spot and-future delivery. 


PIG IRON. 


In considering pig iron it should be remembered 
that only 50 per cent of the furnace capacity of the 
country is now in activity, and although this shows a 
decided weakness of the market in itself, the remain- 
ing 50 per cent finds no difficulty in disposing of its 
entire product as fast as it is made. We find that the 
Western market generally is much more active than 
the East and that a larger consumption of pig is 
melted in the middle West than elsewhere. The Chi- 
cago market remains weak and uninteresting, though 
some fair tonnages have recently been taken up here. 
There is no general buying movement, however. We

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“There is still a dearth of good sized orders in the pig 
iron trade, but the outlook continues to gradually brighten 
under the increase of inquiries. The purchases in small quan 
tity for immediate or nearby shipment are such as to indicate 
increasing needs on the part of consumers for this class of 
material and show that what is being bought is being used 
for immediate consumption, There is still a strong tendency 
on the part of buyers to use every style and kind of iron they 
have on the yard by judicious mixing and otherwise, rather 
than purchase, and when they can no longer handle their stock 
they buy in limited quantities for immediate use. Consump 
tion is still at a low ebb, but from advices received seems to 
be improving, in some districts at least, if not generally 


“Manufacturers of finished steel products appear to be

in the lead in this resumption of business, and it is reported 
that new business placed recently is at the rate of something 
like a fifty per cent increase over the same class of business 
in January. There has been a firming up in prices and a less 
wide range in these than there has been for several months 

“Coke continues without appreciable change. The demand 
for Foundry coke is fair and production does not appear to 
have increased over a week ago.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Each week is a little better than the previous week 
There are no great, sensational doings in the iron trade. 
There is no startling improvement, no lightning change 
Summer in the iron trade is not here by any means, but each 
day we are really and truly getting farther away from the 
winter of our discontent. We can hardly expect any glorious 
sun of York to burst through the storm and transform things 
instantly any more than in February we can hope to have 
May, but day by day brings May nearer. And that is about 
the state of affairs in the pig iron trade. 

We have made a very careful investigation of the way 
things are going and find that as compared with December 
and January more iron is being melted and more iron is being 
bought, but we are not yet anywhere near a normal melt, On 
the contrary, we are now in a definite period of undercon- 
sumption. In every line of iron and steel manufacture we are 
producing not enough to take care of the normal wear and 
tear of the country. And so low did the trade fall in the two 
months first mentioned that any change necessarily must 
have been for the better. 

Current business consists mainly of small lots from 
fifty to 250 tons. But there has been a good movement of 
open hearth basic pig and several large transactions have 
taken pla¢ée, more than 7,000 tons having been sold this week 
to the independent steel makers in the middle west. There 
have also been some fair sized sales of iron for pipe making, 
which industry seems to be more active than most other 
branches of the trade. 

Coke is in better demand and quite a bit of it has been 
sold. 

On the whole, while we have nothing wildly optimistic to 
report, the developments of the week have all been on th 
right side.
